One of the most persistent fallacies 
is government price-fixing on con- 
petitive commodities. There is al- 


ready government price-fixing in com- | 


modities and services where competi- 
tion plays no part in price determi- 
nation. These are railway transpor- 
tation, electricity, gas, telephone and 
telegraph, and so on. Here govern- 
ment price-fixing is solely to ‘protect 
the consumer, There are two fatal 
objections to government price-fixing 
for agricultural products, which rep- 
resent the most competitive business 
in the world. These are, first, that it 
will not work; second, that it is al- 
ways done for the consumer as 
against the producer. 

Government price-fixing for agricul- 
tural products would work if at the 
same time the government regulated 
wages, profits, middlemen’s margins, 
the production of all commodities and 
the rationing of all consumers. In 
short, if the population were enlisted 
in one: vast army, directed and ra- 
tioned, price-fixing would work, but 
otherwise not. If the price is fixed on 


the wheat the farmer sells, then he |’ 


cannot keep on producing wheat if 
wages. or the cost of harvesting ma- 
ohinery rise, or if the cost of other 
material he buys rises. So the next 
step would be the fixation of other 
prices, and- yet other prices. 

The United States government 
fixed the price of wheat but once in 
our history, and then it was to benefit 
consumers, not producers. The gov- 
ernment might, in an emergency, fix 
some agricultural prices for the pur- 
pose of elevating such prices. Such 
action would inevitably and speedily 
lead to outery from city consumers 
and a consequent reversal of policy. 
Indeed, the consumers, not the pro- 
ducers, are most likely to demand 
and secure food price regulation by 
government authorities. The farmer, 
therefore, who favors any form of 
governmental price-fixing is working 
against his own interests. He is put- 
ting his head into a noose.—James E. 
Boyle, Professor of Rural Economics, 
Cornell University, in the Banker- 
Farmer.

In the beginning, a philosopher was 
a student of the known, trying to im- 
prove conditions by natural means. ] 

Then the foolish habit of saying 
“maybe” was so generally introduced 
that Cicero said, “there is nothing so 
absurd it may not be found in the 
books of philosophers.” | 

Men demanded answers to their 
questions; they quit considering the 
simple truth, and indulged in argu- 
ment, speculation, lying, meanness, | 
fighting and destruction; they gave up 
Sense, and plunged into nonsense, 
Philosophy now stands still, whereas 
it might have advanced, as has learn- 
ing. | 

Man made a good start in philoso- 
phy, but as early as Plato the trouble | 
began. We do not know whether he 
is literal or speaks in metaphor. He 
inveighs against poets and their myths, | 
and proceeds to add one to the num: | 
ber of poets—hundreds to the num. | 
ber of myths (as one writer says of 
him). 

He complains of priests who go 
about preaching hell, and offering re- 
demption from it for a consideration, |

He acknowledges that comparisons | 
are slippery, but slips out of one into 
another and another; he condemns | 
phrase-mongering sophists, and is him- | 
self one. 

With the result that in what is 
called philosophy there is as much 
to say on one side as another; we do 
not accept simple truth, and act upon 
it, but argue about everything and 
nothing until there is no truth for the 
simple man who depends upon teach- 
ers.
